“I've had two close calls there,’ Trustee Louis 
Whitsell said. ‘Others have been telling me the 
same thing. I don’t understand why we can't have 
a straight left turn arrow 

“They changed the one at (Illinois) 35 and (Illi 
nois) 111,"" he said. That intersection was the 
scene of several ‘serious traffic accidents. 

When the signal light for northbound through 
traffic on 111 is green, people still think they can 
make a left turn, but the southbound traffic has 
the right of way, Trustee Loren Madison 4 

Police Chief Chet Ballew had talked wi! IDOT 
officials about potential dangers at the intersec- 
tion, he said. The state did come out and put left 
turn yield signs at eye level on the signal light 
post, he said.
